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Entering a guilty plea to second 
degree murder charges was Charles 
Colwell, 17, of Detroit, who will be 
sentenced April 23, according to 
John Bianco, assistant county 
prosecutor. 


Installation of the latest com- 
munications systems could save the 
city of Romulus at least $150,000 
over the next 10 years, and the 
change is being considered by city 
council. 

Gerk Leonard J. Folmar last 


week presented recommendations 
for a new telephone system to 
council. Following discussion, 
council members took the matter 
under advisement and asked the 
administration to investigate the 
experience of other communities 
using the new equipment. 


"Our review has shown that new 
equipment on the market; available 
through Michigan Bell, ITT and 
other companies, could save us as 
much as $150,000 over a 10-year 
period just in equipment cost," the 
clerk explained. 

Should the company selected for 
the project recommend a decreased 
number of telephones, Folmar said, 
the savings to taxpayers could even 
greater. 

"The city of Romulus is spending 
an inordinate amount of money on 
zone calls. We believe the new 
system could control this abuse of 
the city’s communications system 
by some city employees," he added. 

The clerk said the new com- 
munication system also would have i 
the capability of providing a com- 
puter printout of all calls made, 
where calls were made, what ex- 
tension or number thecall was made 
on, duration of call, and other 
valuable information. 

Folmar said once the information 
on how other communities are 
faring with the new type of com- 
munications systems is compiled, it 
will be givento council for its review 
of the matter.

Romulus City Council 
eyes $150,000 savings 
with new telephones 


Controversial judge is target 


of new bill to remove him

Although the public fury and 
controversy over the recent jailing 
of the Van Buren Township Board 
has momentarily died down, the 
judge who ordered the incarceration 
seems headed for a few headaches 
himself. 

Wayne County Circuit Judge 
Charles Kaufman is the center of a 
recent resolution introduced in the 
Michigan Senate which would have 
him removed from the bench not 
only for his jailing order, but for 
statements he made to the press and 
for "inappropriate conduct." 

A resolution introduced on the 
Senate floor March 13 by Sen. John 
Wellborn (R-Kalamazoo) would, 
with a two-thirds vote of both 
houses, remove Ka liman from the 
bench until the matter which 
precipitated his jailing order was 
ironed out to the satisfaction of all 
parties concerned. 

The Van Buren board was cited 
with contempt of court by Judge 
Kaufman for refusing to sign an 
agreement paving the way for a 
hookup by a proposed mobile home 
park to nearby Ypsilanti sewage 


system. Their week in jail from 
March 2-9 marked the second time 
Kaufman had them incarcerated, 
the first being for one day in late 
December 1978. 

Disclosure of Sen. Wellborn’s 
resolution was confirmed by David 
Callanan, administrative aide to 
Sen. William Faust (D-Westland), 
Senate majority leader. Callanan 
said the bill also was co-sponsored 
by four other senators, two 
Republicans and two Democrats. 

Co-sponsors are: Sen. Joseph 
Mack (D-Ironwood), Sen. William 
Hoffman (D-Madison Heigits), Sen. 
Robert Vanderlaan (R-Grand 
Rapids), Senate minority leader; 
and Sen. Edgard FYedricks (R- 
Holland). 

After debating Sen. Wellborn’s 
proposed bill for an hour, it was 
referred to the Senate committee on 
adminstration and rules, chaired by 
Sen. Faust, Callanan said. 

Gted in Sen. Wellborn’s resolution 
as reasons for Judge Kaufman’s 
removal from the bench were: 
utilizing the authority of the court 
despite availability of less severe 
action such as a writ of mandamus, 


use of contempt authority in 
violation of the Michigan Code of 
Judicial Conduct, unreasonable and 
humiliating actions of exceptional 
severity, controversial statements 
to the news media which obscured 
the facts and which were stated in a 
controversial manner and tone in 
violation of the Michigan Code of 
Judicial Conduct, and on March 2, 
1979, the day of the board jailing, 
acting with "improper demeanor 
and in a biased manner.” 

Adding to Judge Kaufman’s 
possible future woes is a request by 
Sen. Faust and Rep Gary Owen (D- 
Ypsilanti) to the Michigan Judicial 
Tenure Commission asking for an 
investigation of the judge’s handling 
of the sewer hookup case, Callanan 
said. 

The investigation request by the 
two legislators was a follow through 
on their announced intentions of 
having Judge Kaufman checked on 
prior to his release of the Van Buren 
board. 

Five members of the township 
board - Sup. Pat Cullin and trustees 
Fred Domen, Tom Welty, Donna 
Hall and Jerry Maton - were ordered

Trucker admits killing soldier 
who drove him from Texas 


A Texas truck driver charged with 
themurder of Steven R. Lynch, 23, a 
Van Buren Township soldie* driving 
home on leave last September, 
pleaded guilty last week (Thursday) 
to a reduced charge of second 
degree felony murder in Wayne 
County Circuit Court. 

Pleading guilty before Judge 
Joesph Rashid was Billy Ray Davis, 
22, of Tyler, Tex. 


A police spokesman said Davis 
agreed to the plea to escape 
execution and that he would be 
sentenced to life imprisonment, with 
parole possible in 10 years. 

Davis told Judge Rashid he was 
hitchhiking and was picked up by 
Lynch and that he shot and robbed 
the military policeman while the two 
men were target shooting with 
Lynch’s handgun in a field not far 


from the solder’s parents’ home in 
Van Buren Township. 

Davis said he stole Lynch’s car, 
abandoned it in Monroe and fled the 
area in another vehicle. He was 
arrested by Missouri state troopers 
several weeks ago when the truck he 
was driving was involved in an 
accident. A subsequent police check 
showed Davis was wanted for 
questioning in the death of the Van 
Buren soldier.

Wayne County tree removal crews cut a 20-foot-wide 
swath between Northline and Eureka roads last week, to 
make way for a new six-foot-high chain-link fence to be 
erected on county land west of Wayne Road.

Some answers about the Islamic faith

Once looked upon in the West as 
“somebody straight out of a bad 
Sydney Greenstreet movie,’* the 
Arab today is enjoying a new respect 
in the eyes of the Western world 
Both the Arab world and the West 
have come to the conclusion that 
they need each other But before the 
West can properly understand the 
Arab world, it must understand the 
religion of the Arabs 
This is because the Arab religion, 
Islam, plays such a strong role in the 
secular life of the Arab — much 
stronger than the teachings of 
Christianity play in the secular life 
of the West, as is becoming in- 


creasingly apparent since the new, 
Islamic government took over in 
Iran 

Following are answers to some 
questions about this hold Islam has 
on its adherents and how “the finger 
of Allah” could influence world 
affairs. 

Q: How large is Islam’s following 
in the world? 

A: Islam, with 530 million 
adherents, is the world’s second 
largest religion. (Christianity has 
925 million followers.) 

Q: What do the words Islam and 
Moslem mean? 

A: Both words come from the 
Arabic word “aslama,” which 
means to surrender (to God). 


Islam is the name of the religion 
whichhad its beginnings in 610 A.D., 
when the angel Gabriel is said to 
have revealed the word of Allah to 
theprophet Mohammed as he fasted 
in a desert cave in Arabia. Moslem 
is the name given to a follower of 
Islam. 

The essential simplicity oi 
Moslem beliefs, which makes them 
easy for everyone to accept, also has 
kept Islam from breaking up into a 
multitude of sects, which has been 
the fate of Christianity It is this 
unity which has made Islam such a 
powerful force in Moslem countries. 

Q: Why does Islam play such a 
large role in thedav4o-day life of the 
Moslems? 

A: This is primarily because 
Moslems make no distinction bet- 
ween the secular and the religious 
life. They see “the finger of Allah” 
in everything. 


Q: To many observers. Islam 
seems anything but simple. Isn’t it 
true that it is enormously complex? 

A: Yes. Islam as a belief is 
relatively simple compared to 
Christianity, with its dogmas and 
doctrines of the atonement, in- 
carnation. etc. But the way of life for 
a Moslem is indeed complex. 

Moslems must pray five times a 
day. They stop whatever they are 
doing at prescribed hours, face 
Mecca — the birthplace of 
Mohammed in Saudi Arabia — and 
recite their prayers while touching 
their forehead to the ground. 

More than this, it is the intricate 
legal system of Islam, containing 
rules for virtually every aspect of 
life, which makes for the complexity 
of living out the Islamic religion. 
Many of these rules have not 
changed since the Middle Ages. 

There have been changes, but 
these have been mostly superficial. 


Some Arab governments have 
allowed reforms to creep in, but the 
new Islamic courts in Iran are 
meting out punishments prescribed 
by the Moslem religion 1,300 years 
ago. 

Women are being required to give 
up Western-style dress, which many 
adopted, and to return to the 
wearing of the veil and the head-to- 
ankle black robes. 

Moslem traditionalists also defend 
the practice of keeping women 
separate from men in public. 

“If men and women work 
separately, their output increases 10 
times,” said a Pakistani Moslem 
traditionalist. “Besides, think of all 
the time you spend adorning 
yourself to appeal to the opposite 
sex.” 

The new Islamic government in 
Iran also refuses to annul the an- 
cient law which permits a man to 
divorce his wife simply by 


repeating, “I divorce thee” three 
times. 

The antagonism between the 
cultures of Islam and Christianity 
goes back to the Crusades in the 
Middle Ages, when the two were 
pitted against each other for control 
of the holy places of Jerusalem. 
Even earlier, Islam had defeated a 
large part of Western Christendom 
in Asia, Africa and Spain. 

This movement of Islam — - 
militarily, spiritually and in- 
tellectually — was threatening to the 
fundamentals of Christianity and 
left the entire Western world afraid 
and terrified for centuries. 

Today there is a new fear of the 
Arab world abroad in the West. 
Although it is now primarily 
economic, this fear can be tied to the 
Moslems’ ancient hatred of Western 
ways.

Millage backers 


shun any publicity

Except for the publicity generated 
two weeks ago by the Enterprise, 
many residents of the Van Buren 
school district are unaware of the 
large millage election next Monday. 

A low-keyed approach to this 
year's millage election and an ad- 
mission that a citizens advisory 
committee was purposely avoiding 
“negative groups" in trying to drum 
up votes for passage of the total 16.66 
mill package was admitted Monday. 

Supt. Elvin Peets agreed that the 
citizens advisory group was taking a 
low-keyed approach because its 
members felt they had “established 
confidence last year’ ’ among school 
district voters. Chairman of the 
group is Mike Mlsna, school board 
president. 

Peets, who came in as school head 
last year, said he was still a 
“newcomer" and took more of a 
passive role in the millage cam- 
paign, preferring rather to “listen." 

Dr. Peets said he believed the 
citizens advisory committee 
evidently did not feel it was 
necessary “to go all out again." 

Mrs. Barbara Faler, who is ser- 
ving as publicity chairman for the 
citizens committee, was out of the 
city and could not be reached for 
comment on the lack of publicity she 
and her fellow members were 
generating. 

However, another committee 
member, Mrs. Mary Ann Bassett, 
who said she was a stern advocate of 
all children receiving the best 
education possible, said she felt 
frustrated at times over the com- 
mittee’s actions. 

“Some members of the committee 
feel that they can't touch the 
negative people, those who are 
opposed to voting for the millage. 
They feel these people can’t be 
reached," she explained. 

Mrs. Bassett, who is in charge of 
mailing postcards on the coming 
millage election, said a telephone 
committee last week discovered that 
many of the school district residents 
they contacted did not know that a 
millage election was set for next 
Monday. 

“I do know that all of the parents 
who attended the recent parent- 
teacher conferences in the 


• 

elementary schools received 
millage literature," she said. 

Mrs. Bassett said it was common 
knowledge that "the same people" 
get involved in millage elections 
each year. 

When contacted by the Enterprise 
and asked about the lack of publicity 
on the millage election, Dr. Peets 
said he had asked Mrs. Bassett to 
have Mrs, Faler call the newspaper. 
Later, it was revealed that Mrs. 
Faler had left the city on an out-of- 
town trip. 

Although most millage elections 
- are big news in the communities 
represented by the local school 
district, such apparently was not the 
case here. A monthly newsetter sent 
out by the Van Buren Public Schools 
thought so little of the millage 
election next Monday that it was 
pushed out of the spotlight on Page 1 
by a story on reading problems. 
Instead, the millage election was 
placed on Page 3. 

Of the 16.66-mill total, 14.35 mills 
represent two renewal proposals of 
7.5 mills and 6.85 mills, each for a 
three-year period. 

Dr. Peets two weeks ago termed 
their passage vital if the Van Buren 
school system was to retain North 
Central Association accreditation 
for Belleville High School. Should oe 
or both millage proposals fail, he 
said it would be a "disaster." 

The balance of 2.31 mills is ac- 
tually three separate millage 
proposals - .8 mills for new text- 
books; .97 mills for a program to 
reduce class size to 26 students and 
to employ two school nurses; and .54 
mills for establishing an in- 
structional course in computer 
science, to provide a vocational 
counselor for the two junior high 
schools, to hire two reading 
specialists, and to hire an additional 
elementary band instructor. 

By breaking the 16.66 total mills 
down into five separate millage 
proposals, the school system is 
banking on all or part of them 
passing and ensuring that the whole 
amount does not fail. 

Labeled the "shopping list" ap- 
proach, the format enables voters to 
pick and choose those millage 
proposals they wish to vote for or 
against.

“Yes, a lot of changes have taken 
place since I first began as a young 
police officer in 1937," Koch said at 
the time of his retirement, recalling 
his entrance into law enforcement 
some 42 years ago 

Koch was bom on Jan. I, 1913 in 
Detroit and attended Henry Ford 
Trade School, Edison Institute of 
Technology and Detroit Institute of 
Technology High School before 
studying mechanical engineering 
for two years at Detroit Institute of 
Technology. 

After working on sheet metal 
layout, jigs and fixtures for three 
years at Gar Wood Industries in 
Highland Park, Koch decided to join 
the Detroit Police Department in 
1937. He began a law enforcement 
career, which saw him rise from a 
police officer to detective in 1948, 
where he served until his retirement 
from the Detroit force in 1964. His 
steady rise in rank began one year 
after becoming one of Detroit’s 
“finest." 

In 1938 he was assigned to the 
accident prevention bureau, where 
he did investigative work, 
photographing, recording and 
prosecution of accident cases. He 
loved his work and labored hard. He 
won .promotion to the position of 
administrator in November of 1945. 
Working with the scientific lab, Jake 
inaugurated the use of drunk-o- 
meter tests in accident cases 
presented in court. He was the first 
officer to be declared an expert 
witness by the court in the use of the 
drunk-o-meter in these cases.

His dedication won him promotion 
to the detective bureau in April, 
1948. Assigned to precinct detective 
bureau, he investigated and 
prosecuted all types of crime. Three 
years later — * in 1951 — Koch was 
assigned to the special investigation 
bureau where he was entrusted with 
the investigation and prosecution of 
a wide variety of cases, specializing 
in fraud, and city investigations of 
frauds involving aid to dependent 
children, arson, abduction, ac- 
tivities of hoodlums and gangsters, 
frauds involving charitable 
solicitations, city investigation, 
including embezzlement and lar- 
cenies from various city depart- 
ments, and counterfeiting. 


children. Betty Eileen; Leslie Ann;

Koch was preceded in death Jan. 
26, 1979 by his son, Richard J. Koch, 
who was a detective with Wayne 
County Sherriff Patrol. 

Jacob, who was called “Jake" by 
his host of friends, retired on Jan. 1 
of last year and was honored at a 
retirement party by his fellow 
workers at city hall. 

Anyone who has been around 
Romulus very long is familiar with 
the name of "Jake" Koch 
(pronounced Cook). He was ap- 
pointed chief of police of Romulus 
Township in 1965 after 26 years of 
service as an officer in the Detroit 
Police Dept. 

He served in that capacity until 
1975 when he assumed the duties as 
code enforcement officer, to enforce 
and maintain local ordinances and 
laws of the city.

(Continued from Page A-l) ' 
released by Judge Kaufman 
following an agreement between the 
judge and the board’s attorneys. 

Two other board members - Gerk 
Doreen Craven and Treas. Dorothy 
York - were freed on the day of their 
jailing when they signed the sewer 
hookup agreement under what they 
termed "protest." 

Judge Kaufman freed the five 
board members after they agreed to 
. abide by the eventual decision of the 
higher courts and after their 
exhaustion of all legal avenues. 
Also, the board agreed to offer a 


resolution to that effect, thus 
making the matter a document of 
public record 

During both jailings, controversy 
brewed and swirled, with majority 
of publicopinion lining up on the side 
of the township board This public 
sentiment backed up the board’s 
contention that Judge Kaufman was 
exceeding his authority in ordering 
them to approve the sewer hookup 
agreement 

The case got off to a bad start in 
the early 1970s when Judge Kauf- 
man rezoned the 101-acre parcel 
destined for the mobile home park 


and, which in effect, represented a 
bypass of the normal township 
channels by the developers 

Since the board’s second release 
from jail, an appraisal requested by 
Sup. Cullin revealed the land parcel 
in question increased from a worth 
of about $89,000 to more than $1 
million on the day after it was 
rezoned March 8, 1973 by the judge 

With sewer connections and the 
appreciation resulting from inflation 
since then. Sup Cullin said the land 
would probably be worth at least $1.5 
million 


"It’s really nice to be remembered 
this way and I’ll always have a fond 
place in my heart for this city and its 
people," Koch said then “I feel I 
gave my best to the work I did here 
and I received a lot in return " 

Yes, "Jake" Koch had great 
admiration and dedication to 
Romulus and its people — and they 
loved him also. 

Doug Baum probably summed it 
up best when he said: "Jake Koch 
was the most dedicated Rotarian in 
Romulus and was always willing to 
help his community. 

"He left a lasting impression on all 
of us who knew him and loved him so 
much."

At a special meeting last night, 
the Wayne-Westland Board of 
Education was expected to call an 
election for May 9, to ask voters a 
second time to approve a 3-mill tax 
increase for school operation. 


The identical proposal 
defeated by 142 votes March 5.

However, at the board’s regular 
meeting Monday night, the co- 
chairmen of the Citizens Committee 
for School Millage presented the 
board with more than 4 400 
signatures on petitions asking for 
the special election. Ironically, only 
3,340 citizens voted yes to the tax 
increase issue in the March election. 
( There were 3,482 no votes. ) 

So more than 1,000 persons who 
signed the petitions asking for 


24 administrators 
trimmed in start 
of 'belt tightening' 


Twelve administrators from the 
central office staff and 12 principals 
and assistant principals from 
Wayne-Westland schools were 
notified Monday night that their 
contracts will not be renewed next 
year. 

The layoff notices were approved 
by the school board as part of the 
beginning of its effort to trim $2 
million from next year’s budget, the 
result of failure of a 3-mill tax in- 
crease millage election March 5. 
Despite an upcoming May 9 election 
where the same question will be 
asked of voters, the budget cutting 
process had to begin to give the 
administrators proper notice. 

Positions eliminated by the board 
action included directors of business 
Services, secondary math and 
science, elementary math and social 
studies, art and physical education, 
language arts, music education and 
compensatory education. Also being 
eUnfcainated will be supervisor of 
research and evaluation and of 
mediae services, two foreman of area 
operations and a transportation 
dispatcher. 

If thes\|e employees were formerly 
members^ of other bargaining units 


in the district, they would be able to 
return to those units and get back 
the seniority they had when they 
left, explained employee relations 
director Gary Matsche. At that 
point, their layoff status would be 
determined later when rank and file 
layoffs are announced. Members of 
central office staff who never came 
from another bargaining unit would 
simply belaicj off. 

Five elementary school prin- 
cipals, three junior high school 
assistant principals, three high 
school assistant principals and an 
assistant principal for special 
education, also received layoff 
notices. 

Since those administrators also 
are professional certified teachers, 
they will be eligible to use their 
seniority with the district to 
“bump” into other teaching jobs 
where possible, Matsche explained. 

The elimination of elementary 
school principals will mean the 
creation of some co-principalships 
between elementary schools. 

At Monday’s (April 2) school 
board meeting, the board is ex- 
pected to approve layoff notices for 
some 200 teachers and other support 
staff. 


another election didn’t even vote in 
the first, noted Milton Mack and 
Dorothy Murphy, co-chairmen of the 
citizens committee that circulated 
the petitions. The committee’s goal 
now will be to get those people to the 
polls in May. 

The signatures were collected in 
only twoweeks time, Mack said. 

He and Mrs. Murphy suggested an 
early May election, despite the fact 
that annual elections for school 
board members are scheduled for 
June 11. They said “it is absolutely 
imperative that the question be put 
to citizens as soon as possible.” 

Superintendent Timothy Dyer 
explained that Canton Township is 
having a special election May 9 to 
ask citizens to tax themselves for 
library services. Because election 
laws make the voting machines 
inaccessible for another election for 
30 days after an election, and some 
time before the election, the May 9 
date was the only date available for 
a Wayne-Westland issue, he said. 
Part of Canton Township is in the 
Wayne-Westland district. 

Dyer said Canton Township has 
agreed to allow the one precinct of 
the school district in Canton to share 
the ballot with the library issue on 
that day. In Westland and Wayne, 
the 3 mills for school operation will 
be the only issue on the ballot. 

The school board did not take 
formal action on the calling of the 
election Monday night, saying they 
would consider at the April 2 
meeting. However, Tuesday, the 


board decided to call a special 
meeting last night for the single 
purpose of calling the May 9 elec- 
tion. 

With the 4,400 signatures on 
petitions in hand, and the slim 142- 
margin of defeat from the March 5 
election, the second election seemed 
assured from the start. Board 
President Fred Warmbier called the 
petitions “somewhat of a mandate” 
to call the election. 

Monday, Mack told the board, in 
handing over the thick stack of 
petitions, that the signatures 
represented a “massive grassroots 
support for an election” on the tax 
increase issue. 

Despite the May 9 vote, the board 
went ahead Monday night and began 
cutbacks, in the form of layoff of 24 
administrators. The notices of layoff 
must be made now because of 
contractual obligations with the two 
unions representing central office 
administrators and building ad- 
ministrators, which require 90-day 
notice of layoff before the end of the 
fiscal year. 

At the upcoming Monday meeting, 
the board will have to approve layoff 
notices for teaching and support 
staff, expected to be at least 200 
positions. Again, even though the 
board hopes for passage of the 3-mill 
tax increase, the layoff notice must 
be given according to contract. 

Gary Matsche, executive director 
of employee relations, gave the 
board and audience of about 50 
people a brief explanation of how the 


district will go about determining 
who will be laid off The very 
complicated procedures must take 
into account seniority of the teacher, 
his or her certification level, major 
and minor subjects he or she is 
qualified to teach, and such. The 


procedure will see many teachers 
moved around to different buildings, 
as they “bump” intoother jobs. 

The district employs ap- 
proximately 2,900 staff members, 
including, teachers, custodians, 
clerical staff and administrators.

Michigan Beil has taken the few remaining letters 
out of telephone numbers in its 1979-80 West 
directories and put in more consumer information 
to help customers save money. 

Haze Wilson, local Michigan Bell manager, said 
the directory, now being distributed to area 
residents, has been expanded in response to 
customer requests for more information about 
numerous basic and optional telephone company 
services. 

“Much of the information in the customer guide 
pages in the front of the new directory is designed 
specifically to help consumers save money,” Wilson 

said. 

The directory contains a new page to aid 
customers in better understanding and interpreting 
charges and other billing information printed on 
their telephone bills, as well as a new page listing 
long distance information andthe most economical 
times to call Canada, Alaska and Hawaii. 

The new telephone books contain only seven-digit 
telephone numbers, which means that an old 
number like KLondike 5-2368 appears in the new 
directories as 555-2368, Wilson said. 

Use of the letter-number combinations is being 
discontinued because of the growth of all-number 
ternational direct distance calling and to provide 


more telephone number combinations to meet 
continuing demand for phone service. 

The conversion to all-digit phone numbers also 
permits faster dialing and reduces errors due to 
misspelling or misdialing, Wilson said. 

In another effort to better serve customers, 
Michigan Bell has established separate numbers for 
area residence and business customers to call for 
telephone repair service. These numbers are 
printed on the directory cover. 

The Yellow Pages section has alphabetical index 
tabs first introduced two years ago to help readers 
find specific classified headings more easily, Wilson 
said. Customer response to the tabs has been 
favorable, he added, as well as to the more than 100 
consumer tips scattered throughout the book. 

Developed with the help of the Better Business 
Bureau and other consumer groups and safety 
agencies, the tips offer useful information such as 
how to protect life and property, how to reduce 
home heating costs, how to determine shopping 
bargains and a host of handy tables for making 
metric conversions. 

To make the consumer information even more 
useful, the last page of the directory is an index on 
where to find specific consumer tips, Wilson said.

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PCHA board approves 
new 1979-80 fiscal oudget

The Peoples Community Hospital 
Authority (PCHA) Board of 
Directors has approved a record 
fiical budget for 1979-80. 

The budget will include a record 
fM, 067,256 for total operating ex- 
penses, with $58.6 of that figure 
allotted for salaries, wages and 
fringe benefits. Expenditures for 
food supplies and services will ex- 
ceed $27 million in the new' budget, 
with $4,909 million set aside for 
capital expenditures. 

According to John J. Freysinger, 
PCHA executive director, the 
budget covers the second year of 
operation under the new Blue Cross- 
Blue Shield prospective reim- 
bursement system which has been 
designed to reduce the costs of 


operating hospitals in Michigan. 

The authority will finish the 
current fiscal year with a 13 percent 
constraint of the new system, and 
Freysinger said that “each of our 
(PCHA) five hospitals will earn an 
incentive bonus based on their 
ability to hold costs within the 13 
percent limit.** 

Total patients served by the PCHA 
during the next year are expected to 
increase by 2.5 percent to a record 
253,000. Operating expenses have 
been budgeted tostay within the 10.5 
percent increase allowed during the 
second year of the reimbursement 
system. 

To assist in recovering anticipated 
increases in operating costs, the 
board approved increases in the 
rates for services rendered, to take 


effect on July 1. Those inches 
average 10.6 percent. 

Under the provisions of Put Act 
47 of 1945 — the state ac^hich 
governs the operations oflU 1° 
hospital authorities in MicJan — 
the board levied the annua 4-mill 
assessment against its 24 eml>er 
communities. That assess ; nt will 
raise $1.9 million during^ next 
fiscal year, up from the $ million 
collected during the curot year. 

In other action, t board 
authorized an offer to p^hase the 
vacant Jackson Elemeny School, 
located at Annapolis d Venoy 
roads across from flA’s ad- 
ministrative offices arAnnapolis 
Hospital in Wayne.

Youths should be wary 
of some summer jobs

THE Michigan Department of Labor is advising 
youths looking for summer jobs to be wary of em- 
ployers who abuse summertime employment 
Don McGrath, head of the labor department’s 
Wage Hour Division, which is responsible for 
monitoring violations of the wage hour law, said the 
majority of the state’s employers follow the 
regulations, but those few who don’t create 
« problems. 

McGrath suggests that youths looking for sum- 
mer jobs should know the “costs’ of their summer 
job, or they can end the summer with'a deficit. 

V “Youths should be particularly careful of jobs 
that send them away from home,’’ McGrath said. 
These are the kinds of jobs where most often you 
n end up with a deficit at the end of summer. 

“The ad that reads, ‘Waiter, waitress wanted, 
spend summer in beautiful surroundings, play free 
tennis and have access to pool,’ sometimes means 
that you’ll also be doing the gardening, be required 
to p£iy tennis with guests and wait on pool side 
custv mers 

“T rtese jobs look glamorous now, but a lot of 
youfts are disappointed each summer in the middle 
of ti-at great summer job they have to write home 

for honey.” ( , . .... 

McGrath suggests youths watch out for a job that 
requires what is commonly called a pre- 
employment agreement. If you sign such an 
agreement you may be signing away some of your 

rights. 

An employer cannot ask you to place a work bond 
or surety — any kind of cash deposit that can be 
forfeited, if you fail to work the agreed time. 

“This is considered buying a job and occurs 
mostly in resort areas where employers try to 
guarantee that an employee will stay through the 
end of the season, usually the Labor Day weekend. 
This practice is illegal,” McGrath said. 

Also, avoid employers wanting you to be your 


“own company” or independent contracted 
declaring that you are conducting business unf an 
assumed name. 

McGrath said this is a common guise to^d 
paying overtime and is illegal. 

Employers in Michigan are required • pay 
minimum wage of $2.90 an hour and overtinfrt t he 
rate of 1 4 for hours in excess of 40. 

Minimum wage is required for anyone* and 
older and aso for youths 16 and 17 that are )r ^ m g 
in establishments that sell alcoholic bever^s. 

Another problem area is deductions fn em- 
ployees checks. Watch them carefully. 'M law 
limits the deductions that can be made'om an 
employee’s check to 25 percent of U 
minimum wage. That includes meals, lo^g and 
tips. Some employers have been know-o quote 
federal law which takes the limit to 50 /*c®nt. In 
this instance state law supercedes the fecal law. 

McGrath said the labor departma’bas run 
across employers fining waiters and w^esses for 
having a button missing. 

“It is patently illegal,” he said. 

Pooling of tips also is restri-’d- Some 
restaurants supplement a cook’s salaid Piling 
tips. This can’t be done. Tips can be onpooled with 
persons directly in contact with cu ,mers > lute 
waiters, waitresses, bus persons or^ts. 

Employers cannot charge for breages, short- 
ages or walkouts — people skipping vhout paying 
their bill. 

“The employer is responsible for*ese items. It 
has been determined that these are thin the scope 

of the cost of doing business,” McGfh said. *

capi gain tax on the profits up to 
SlOCio. 


Th means tax savings in some 
case* tens of thousands of dollars 
for tl e who sold or will sell after 
thectrf date. But what about those 
who vdd have qualified for this 
handsie tax gift, if they hadn’t 
sold th- homes on or before July 
26, 1971 


residence during the 18-month 
period only the last one is considered 
his new home. So to keep the option 
alive it will be necessary to re-invest 
in another dwelling costing at least 
as much as the one on which the 
capital gain was made. Whether you 
sell or retain the interim home 
makes no difference as long as the 
later, costlier acquisition becomes 
your principal residence within the 
18-month period. 


The CPAs have a warning about 
that, though. Don’t be in such a 
hurry to requalify that you make a 
poor investment. If, after three 
years, you can’t resell the new home 
for at least as much as you paid for 
it, some or all of your capital gain 
may be lost.

(MACP/ has advice for such 
people, w^h could be a real boon to 
them. Ift months have not yet 
elapsed s e the date of sale, they 
still may ve time to requalify for 
the $100,') exemption by re- 
investing <ckly in a home costing 
at least as ich as theone they sold, 
and living it for the next three 
years. Theney will be able to sell, 
with the pro realized protected up 
to the $100.0 limit. 


What if capital gain tax already 
has been paid on the profits on the 
sale? This is unlikely, says an 
MAC PA spokesman, for the tax- 
payer is not required to declare the 
gain as income until the 18-month 
period has expired. If he did declare 
it, and paidatax, hecangeta refund 
by filing an amended tax return. 


Whether or not tax is due, the 
profit on a home sale should be 
reported on tax returns for the year 
in which the sale is made. Because 
of the complexities — and the 
potential savings — involved, The 
MACPA recommends that persons 
in such circumstances seek the 
assistance of a professional tax 
adviser.

“singled out’’, groaning between 
themselves that rules should apply 
to all . . . or none at all. 

But neither of the Sumpter 
Township residents refused com- 
pliance for fear they would receive 
an eviction notice from park owner 
Sheldon Futernick. 

“This rule stinks, and, boy. so does 
my garbage,’’ Mrs. Jones lamented. 
“Park managers come and go faster 
than the weather changes. 

Sue Zacharuk, park manager, 
gave residents 24-hour notices to 
comply with the order that garbage 
be kept within their homes until 
Thursday pick-up, or face possible 
eviction. 

She admits only “certain’’ 
residents received the 24-hour 
notice, but denied the action was 
arbitrary. 

Although complying with the 
order, residents like Mrs. Jones, 
who are raising families, are 
charging that the trash ryle creates 
an undue hardship. 

“We have lots of garbage, and it’s 
awful having it lined up in the kit- 
en and nowhere to put it,” Mrs. 
essaid.

“I e^en asked if I could keep it in 

my shed,” Mrs. Jones said, “but she

kept in my home. So I’m doing it.” 

Two Wayne County Health 
Department officials said the order 
should be made to every resident in 
the park. 

“It sounds like they have a 
legitimate gripe, but we. can’t do 
anything about it,” said Bruce 
Davis, county health inspector. 
“People could have it piled up and 
coming out of their cupboards, but 
as long as it’s outside the home 
that’s a different story.” 

He suggested residents take their 
complaint to local government of- 
ficials. 

But Township Trustee Noah Folks 
said the county health department is 
the first agency to lodge complaints, 
contrary to Davis’ contention. 

“I’m tired of seeing people tossed 
around like ping-pong balls,” Folks 
said. “If everyone starts taking their 
garbage to the township hall trash 
bin. I’m sure we can get the at- 
tention of the county health 
department.” 

Folks, upon receiving complaints 
from park residents, told residents 
to dispose of their trash daily at the 
township hall. 

“I thought it would be an effective 
way to grab their (health officials) 
attention. And it’s better than letting 
people dump it on the sides of the 
roads, which is the normal reaction 
of mad people,” he said. 

Park residents also are concerned 
about the lack of uniformity of park 
rules, as well alleged inconsistencies 
in enforcement. 

For example, Mrs. Heath has not 
paid rent for her 100-pound sheepdog 
since moving into the park two years 
ago. Pets apparently are permitted, 
since there is no rule prohibiting 
pets. 

Next door, Mrs. Jones was paying 
$10 a month extra for her less-than- 
10-pound beagle puppy, until the 
park owner ordered the beagle out of 
the park. 

Futernick refused comment. 



Metro to add 
ticket building 


A “spacious, well-lighted, com- 
fortable’’ ticketing building for 
public ground transportation will be 
under construction soon at Detroit 
Metropolitan-Wayne County Airport 
in Romulus 

The building, a long-sought 
facility, will be located in front of the 
South Terminal, on the lower 
roadway, beneath the upper level 
bridge-roadway where departing 
passengers arrive and unload. 

The contract award was to Mc- 
Carthy & Smith Inc., a Detroit 
general contractor, and was the 
second time the project had been 
bid. 

Joseph M. Herron, Wayne County 
Road Commission board chairman, 
said the award, made March 22 was 
for $386,000. An earlier bid opening 
was rejected last August. 

“When the ticketing building is 


completed (by the end of the year) 
travelers who use buses, limousines, 
or taxis will no longer have to wait at 
the curb or inside the terminal 
building,” Herron said 

Plans call for travelers to enter 
the building, purchase their tickets 
and take seats to a wait their form of 
transportation No private vehicles 
will be permitted in the area 

In addition to awarding the 
transportation building award, vice- 
chairman Freddie G. Birton noted 
that the airport recently opened a 
new 1,400-vehicle public parking lot 
along the airport’s East Service 
Drive. 

“The board is attempting to keep 
up with the rising demand of the 
traveling public, and we’re working 
on a new program that will nearly 
double our parking facilities in the 
next few years,” Burton said.

Canton Township ponders 
pulling out of YMCA unit

Some # disgruntled Canton 
Township officials are exploring the 
feasibility of Canton becoming a 
direct recipient of the federal 
government’s Title III free 
homechore assistance program . 

— To become a direct recipient, 
Canton must convince the Area 
• Agency on Aging (AAA) that grant 
monies are being “improperly 
handled” by the current recipient, 
the Canton-Northville-Plymouth 
(CNP) YMCA. 

Canton officials said they are not 
convinced the $21,000 federal grant 
is being used to service as many 
seniors as possible by Janet Luce, 
YMCA coordinator of the homechore 
service. The service area includes 
Canton, Plymouth, Northville, 
Northville and Plymouth townships. 

The Canton Eagle learned that the 
YMCA’s administrative costs for 
*/' homechore service are more than 
M half of the total grant monies ap- 
* propriated. 


It has also been learned that the 
service has only been provided to 
half of Canton Township, stopping at 
Ford Road More than half of 
Canton’s senior population is south 
of Ford Road. 

Records of the YMCA, revealed 
that only 26 persons were serviced 
by the program in Canton in 1978, 
while more than 300 persons were 
serviced in Plymouth. 

Because of these recent findings, 
the State Office of Aging Depart- 
ment began investigating the 
matter. 

However, last week Jackie Bor- 
den, public information officer for 
the state Office of Aging Depart- 
ment, said the investigation had 
been turned over to the AAA for 
further investigation. 

AAA officials refused to comment 
on the matter. 

In the meantime, Canton 
Supervisor Noel Culbert is drafting a 
resolution to present to the AAA 
requesting they make Canton a 
direct recipient of the federal grant, 
bypassing the YMCA. 


Culbert is also discussing the 
matter with Fred Farris, director of 
the AAA. 

“I think once the ivestigation is 
completed it will show that clearly 
some other agency or unit of 
government should be operating the 
program,” said Culbert. 

He said Canton would be more 
capably of determining needs of its 
senior population. 

“I’m sure we could have more 
than 26 persons serviced,” said 
Culbert. 

There are more than 2,500 seniors 
residing in Canton, according to 
township records. 

The homechore service consists of 
housecleaning assistance for eligible 
seniors over the age of 60. Mrs. Luce 
could not produce statistics on how 
often services are rendered and the 
nature of the service, when con- 
tacted by the Canton Eagle. 

In addition, her population figures 
are inaccurate, according to of- 
ficials from the U S. Social Security 
Department.

Mrs. Luce, however, said the 
homechore workers received the 
pay, not the YMCA personnel. 

Less than six weeks ago federal 
officials told this newspaper that 
local administrative costs are 
“usually” kept to a maximum of 15- 
percent of the total grant received. 

But Mrs. Luce said she wasn’t 
instructed to keep her ad- 
ministrative costs within one-third 
of the total grant monies ap- 
propriated, until last October. 

Trustee Robert Greenstein said he 
supports Canton becoming a direct 
grant recipient. 

“But even if we can’t get that, I 
strongly believe we have the right to 
ask her questions, and get some 
logical answers,” Greenstein said, 
“She’s abusing her position by not 
relasing more information to us 
regarding the service. ’ ’ 

In recent weeks Mrs. Luce asked 
Canton for a $720 donation to keep 
the program operating smoothly, 
but withdrew her request when 
Canton asked her to submit a 
monthly progress report.

Inkster's 1st secret 
witness gains $695

Inkster’s Secret Witness Reward 
Program has presented its first 
check in the amount of $095. 

An alert Inkster citizen received 
the award for supplying police with 
information that led to the suc- 
cessful prosecution of two defen- 
dants in the Oct. 12, 1978 shotgun 
slaying of Ruell Knott, an elderly 
grocery store owner. 

“This shows how successful law 
enforcement can be when citizens 
and police work together in the 
apprehension and prosecution of 
criminals,” Inkster Police Chief 
Hank Jason said in presenting the 
first secret witness check. 

Receiving the check on behalf of 
the secret witness was Councilman 
Willie Johnson, who was probably 
the most important one in getting 
the program started. 

“Be sure and give Councilman 
Johnson all the credit in the world,” 
Jason explained. “He deserves the 
praise for working hard to get this 
program started and seeing the 
fruits of his labor.” 

Councilman Johnson, who 
proposed the secret witness 
program to City Council shortly 
after the tragic slaying of Knott, was 
especially happy to see the first 
reward handed out. 

“It gives me great satisfaction to 
see citizens getting involved in 
helping to protect their neighbors,” 


Johnson said. “We are hoping that 
all our citizens will help rid our city 
of the many dope dens, robberies, 
sex crimes, fences for stolen goods 
and wanted criminals still running 
loose in our city. 

“We are calling on all citizens to 
turn them in by using the Secret 
Witness Program, Post Office Box 
201, Inkster, Mich., 48141. Or they 
can call the Inkster Police Depart- 
ment, the City Manager, the Mayor 
or any of the Councilmen,” Johnson 
said. 

This is how the program works. 
Witnesses to any crime should take 
an ordinary 8'£- by 11- inch piece of 
paperand tear it in half. The witness 
should write a 6-digit number on 
each half of the paper, making sure 
to write the identical number of both 
halves. 

Witnesses should then send one 
half to Box 201, Inkster, Mich., 48141, 
or to Chief of Detectives, Inkster 
Police Dept. They should keep the 
other half of the tom paper bearing 
the same 6-digit number in a safe 
place 

If the information results in the 
capture, the solution of the crime 
and successful court conviction of 
the suspect, the Secret Witness will 
then be eligible for the appropriate 
reward. 

Johnson was so moved by the 
senseless killing of the likeable 
Knott who had done so much for his 
neighborhood kids that he asked 
Council to offer a $500 reward. The 


Secret Witness Program grew out of 
that and Johnson personally visited 
many businessmen in the Knott 
Party Store area. They responded 
by giving various amounts between 
$5 and $25 to the program. 

Under Police Chief Jason’s 
guidelines, the program was set up 
to give a $1,000 maximum reward. 
Homicides received the maximum; 
serious robberies, sex crimes and 
kidnappings receive $500; and other 
serious crimes would be included in 
the Secret Witness Program. 

The program was set up after 
Johnson met with Jason, Lt. An- 
derson Young and Wally 
Arrowsmith, who was interim City 
Manager from Sept. 13, 1978 until 
Feb. 6, 1979. 

Many responses came in from 
residents after the slaying of the 
beloved Knott in his small grocery 
store at 3934 Harrison in the 
southern section of Inkster. Police 
investigated many leads until a 
certain citizen talked with Det. 
Joseph Pluta. Pluta checked out the 
information and it led to the ap- 
prehension and conviction of the 
persons involved in the killing. 

Johnson and Jason urge all 
citizens to get involved and help 
make Inkster a safer place to live. 
Inkster’s Class I crimes have 
dropped from 4,170 in 1974 to 2,777 in 
1978, a significant decrease of 33 
percent, Jason pointed out.

You and a companion have gone hunting in a 
ote mountainous region.

WdULD YOU... 

A. Abandon your vehicle and prepare to back- 
pack out of the area. 

B. Stay with your vehicle, but begin preparing 
an emergency camp from available materials. 

C. Stay with your vehicle and turn it into 
temporary lodging until help arrives. 

D. Stay with the vehicle until morning, then 
hike out of the area for help. 

TO SURVIVE 

Alternative (B) offers the best assurance of a 
successful survival episode. Staying with your 
vehicle insures all your available supplies are 
with you and, provided you stayed with your 
original travel route, will assist searchers in 
locating you. By establishing * an emergency 
camp, i.e., shelter anda fire, you will have taken 
care of your most urgent needs in the face of 
current weather cnditions. The shelter can be 
made from materials. A snow cave is an ex- 
cellent cold weather shelter. Your vehicle is not 
a desirable shelter. It may expose you to carbon 
monoxide poisoning while the engine is running, 
and it becomes cold-soaked very quickly once 
out of fuel. 

(C) would be acceptable for a few hours until 
your emergency camp is established, but not as 
a permanent residence until help arrives. 
Depending upon when you are due back from the 
trip, you could be stranded for several days 
before anyone realizes you are in trouble. 

(D) would be acceptable provided you and 
your companion possessed both the physical 
stamina and the necessary equipment to 
negotiate the hike out to civilization. Another 
consideration has to be the distance to help and 
prevailing weather conditions. All things con- 
sidered, most people are advised to stay with 
their vehicles. 

(A) is the least acceptable of the alternatives. 
By abandoning your vehicle at this point in your 
emergency, you could be at the mercy of the 
elements. You are better off staying with the 
vehicle as in alternative (B). (A service of your 
local Air Force recruiter.)

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Inkster breaks ground 
for new seniors ' complex

A ceremonial ground breaking 
was held last week for a unique 186- 
unit apartment development at 
Cherry Hill and Middlebelt roads in 
Inkster. 

The $7-million project of apart- 
ments for senior citizens and low 
and moderate income families is the 
first in Michigan where the 
development and financial package 
was put together by blacks. 

“We’re very happy that the 
project has been put together by 
black people and that it will benefit 
people of all races,” said Horace J. 
Rodgers, one of the five partners 
comprising Cherry Hill Limited 
Dividend Housing Association, 
owners of the project. 

The development being con- 
structed on 7.4 acres on the south- 
west corner of the major in- 
tersection will consist of a 150-unit, 
istory mid-rise building for senior 
citizens and 36 townhouse units for 
low- and moderate-income families. 


Cherry Hill Place Apartments will 
consist of 150 one- and two-bedroom 
apartments in a seven-story 
elevator structure for the elderly 
and 36 two- and three-bedroom 
town houses for families.

financing the housing develop- 
ment will be the Michigan State 
jgflyusing Development Authority 
^MSHDA), whose seven-member 
governing board approved the $7- 
million mortgage last fall. 

Inkster Mayor Terrel M. LeCesne 
and city councilmen are scheduled 
t<? join the developers, plus 
representatives of MSHDA and 
ofner elected officials in the 
ceremonial shovel-turning event. 
Actual construction started March 1, 
Rodgers said. 


The housing units are subsidized 
under the Section 8 rental assistance 
program and residents must meet 
income limitations set by the Dept, 
of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) and MSHDA to qualify. 

In addition to Rodgers, the other 
four partners of Cherry Hill Limited 
Dividend Housing Association are 
two other attorneys, Stuart Dun- 
nings, Jr. and Clinton Canady, III 
and two physicians, Dr. Clinton 
Canady, Jr. and Dr. Matthies 
Evans, Jr. 

Rodgers said several HUD and 
MSHDA officials have been invited 
to today’s festivities. Gov. William 
Milliken has also been asked to 
attend, along with other county and 
local elected officials. 


Officials from MSHDA who have 
already said they would try to be on 
hand include Bella I. Marshall, 
director of the Detroit field office; 
Richard K Helmbrecht, executive 
director in Lansing; Howard Cross, 
director of housing operation; and 
MandellL . Berman, chairman of the 
MSHDA board. 

Some 150 persons have been in- 
vited to attend the symbolic 
groundbreaking ceremony, Rodgers 
said.

When Helmbrecht announced 
approval of the mortgage last fall, 
he said the development would 
provide jobs for approximately 213 
workers in construction and related 
industries. The mid-rise for senior 
citizens is expected to be completed 
by early summer in 1980 and the 
townhouses arexpected to be 
finished by early to qualify for 
Section 8, low-income housing,, a 
family of two cannot earn more than 
$7,950; a family of three cannot 
exceed $8,950 and a family of four 
cannot earn more than $9,950. 

To qualify for Section 8, regular 
income, a family of one cannot earn 
more than $11,150; family of two 
cannot exceed $12,750; family of 
three cannot earn more than $14,350 
and a family of four cannot have an 
annual income of more than 
$154,900. 


Cherry Hill Place Apartments is 
the second MSHDA-financed 
development for Inkster. Whitney 
Young Plaza, which has 138 units 
for low-income families with a 
mortgage value of $19-million, also 
is financed by MSHDA.

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Missing facilities 
stir bitter feelings

Some tenants have been waiting 
tor the game-filled dubhouse and 
swimming pool longer than others. 

But most agree they are hitter and 
feel cheated everyti me they look out 
thfeir window at the void-looking 
.space. 

There are more than 400 tenants in 
the Holiday Estates Mobile Home 
Park in Canton Township, and many 
contend they are victims of false 
advertising by mobile home dealer 
Sheldon Futernick. Futernick, 
president of Village of Homes 
Mobile Home Sales Inc., sold many 
of the tenants their mobile homes 
promising the prospective tenants 
both in writing and verbally that a 
recreational facility and swimming 
pool would soon be constructed. 

: The brochure handed out at 
Village of Home’s Westland office 
stilted the facilities are built for the 
tenants “enjoyment and con- 
venience.” 

Park rules and regulations since 
1913 have included “do’s” and 
“don’ts” pertaining to clubhouse 
and swimming pool activity. 

Futernick, also the mobile home 
park owner, continues to promise 
residents the clubhouse and 
swimming pool, but never quaiifys 
his promise with a specific date.

More than a dozen residents who 
attended a park meeting last 
summer when Futernick appeared 
heard him make the promise 
Liblicly. 

^Some residents feel his promise to 
]£ld is about as empty as the 
red recreation space in the 
;r of the park. Others are 
. J enough to take FViternick to 

hoping to force him to start, 

and Jomplete construction. 

‘Glinted, we aren't being denied 
esser :ials like heat water and 
elect icity, which we pay rent for nf 
cours s anyway,” said tenant Marie 
Mum . , f 

**Bu,t it sure looked inviting when 
we saw it on the literature,” said 
Mrs, Mund one of the first residents 
to locate in the 6-year-old park. 

Bruce Phillips, director of the 
township’s ordinance department, 
said the township hasn’t a contract 
with Futernick to force him to live 
up to his promise to tenants. 

“I think what he is doing to those 
people is wrong. It’s unfair, but he is 
notviolating any site plan submitted 
to the township,” said Phillips. 

According to the planning 
department Futernick’s original site 


plan submitted to the planning 
commission in Aprilof 1973 inc uded 
a clubhouse and swimming pool. Bui 
by ordinance Futerrick was not 
obligated # to specify when the 
recreational facility would be 
constructed, nor quality of the 
facility. 

In 1977, Futernick submitted 
another site plan to the buUding 
department for both the clubhouse 
and swimming pool. Again a time 
guideline of construction’s start and 
complete was not mentioned, nor 
was it required. 

Building officials said Futernick s 
site plan need only meet minimum 
building and safety codes, which in 
1977 the site plan did not. 

Phillips said township officials 
have recently met with Futernick to 
arrive at an agreement. 

There is a tentative understanding 
that Futernick will begin con- 
struction sometime this summer, 
said Phillips. 

“If he doesn’t the township will 
consider taking the necessary legal 
action to force him,’ ’ he said. 

But Robert Myers, president of the 
Michigan Mobile Home Owners 
Association, said Futernick told him 
he is considering locking two mobile 
homes together as a temporary 
facility to appease tenants. 

*T don’t think that’s living up his 
promise either,” said Myers. 
Futernick refused comment. 

If the township cannot resolve the 
matter, Myers said his association 
will file a class-action suit on behalf 
of the perk tenants against 
Futernick. He said the association 
will argue false advertising and 
breach of implied promise. 

While Myers said he hopes to see 
the local government take action, 
the township attorney said there is 
some doubt about the township’s 
legal jurisdiction in a “private 
enterprise’’ matter. 

Currently subdivision planned unit 
development agreements mandate 
the developer the start of con- 
struction on a recreation facility by 
a certain date. 

But that agreement only applys to 
singe-family homes, said township 
officials. 

No such ordinance is on record 
pertaining to mobile home parks, 
and even if one were drafted and 
adopted tomorrow, it would only 
apply to future cases. 

There is one mobile home site in 
Canton remaining to be developed, 
according to the township zoning 
text. 

Two officials from the Better 
Business Bureau said tenants must 
prove in court that they relied on the 
brochures advertisements when 
making their purchase decision. 

“That’ll be easy to do,” Myers 
said, “That’s the first thing many 
tenants look at when considering 
living in a park. Who can deny that 
they weren't influenced by pretty 
pictured of a heated swimming 
pool.”

’Yesterday, SEMTA’s Board of Directors met to announce their 
recently agreed upon solution for improving and up-dating 
existing Tri-County transit systems. 

4 Fpr more than a year, SEMTA’s board has been split along 
political lines over Detroit Mayor Coleman Young’s demands for 
inclusion of a subway in any final plans for the transit system. 

WJiile that question now seems to be resolved, we thought we 
would survey a segment of this area’s population to find out what 
they think of mass transit, and more particularly, how they feel 
about riding buses, the back-bone of any transit system. 

Some of the questions we asked the 60 people included: Why do 
you take a bus? How far do you travel on it? Do you enjoy riding 
the bus? When is the last time you rode a bus? And would you ride 
; the dus more often if it were more convenient? 

X All of those surveyed were employees of Associated 
: Newspapers, and therefore represent essentially a Western 
Wayne County view of bus service and systems. 

L Of those who responded to the survey, it was interesting to note 
rthat 18 percent had never ridden a bus. Of that 18 percent, only 20 
:percent indicated they would ride a bus, even if it were more 
.convenient. 

~ When asked if they rode a bus for convenience or necessity, 61 
percent responded that they took the bus only because it was 
necessary, 14 percent answered that the bus was more con- 
venient, and 7 percent used buses for both convenience and 
^necessity. 

Z When asked when they last rode a bus, 57 percent responded 
it had been more than five years ago, 35 percent rode a bus 
3a§fcyear, and only 9 percent had used a bus in the last month. 

- AjP even split developed on the question of whether the person 
;jvpuld use the bus more often if it were more convenient. 50 per- 
cent said yes and 50 percent said no. 

Z Ibe average trip for this survey group, was split between 
stopping and work, and the ride covered from 2-5 miles. 

Z But probably the most important question was: Do you enjoy 
rridihg on a bus? 

Z Surprisingly, 48 percent responded yes and only 52 percent 
Responded no. 
p What does it all mean? 

~ Well your guess is probably as good as ours, but here is ours. 

Since our survey group consisted primarily of long-time 
"residents of Western Wayne County, results would most probably 
4>e affected by this area’s low-user-rate for bus transportation. 

£ Because bus service was generally not as available to most in 
;Jhis group, the inclination to use it was low, thus the 61 percent 
3 yho said they used the bus only when necessary. 

Perhaps the real meaning of this survey is tied directly to the 
Surveyed person’s definition of the word convenient. 

E ICappears to us that those surveyed seemed to feel that bus 
Service was a real alternative only when that service created 
3ittle or no inconvenience. 

T It is probably safe to assume that most would use the bus if it 
3foere to pick you up at your door and deposit you at your 
^destination. But if utilizing bus service requires either a con- 
•siderable walk or some other means to get to the bus, fewer people 
-opted for the buses. 

•*- After everything else has been said, it appears that our ANP 
ini-Survey only reaffirmed one of the basic components of 
;jhuman nature, self-indulgence. 

Z the family car is 25 feet away in the garage, and the nearest 
Jransit bus stop is 100 feet away, the auto will most likely be 
IThosen. , 

- Our conclusion is that most people will not voluntarily take a 
3>us unless there is strong motivation for that decision. 

Z Gasoline at $1 a gallon, or gasoline rationing, appear to be the 
only possible available incentives which might justify the high 
jiosts of mass transit. 

~ Tljat is our guess, what is yours?

Z The low-keyed approach by the Van Buren school system and 
th£ citizens advisory committee toward the upcoming vote on 
36.66 mills next Monday is puzzling. 

- Elections have always been viewed as the “democratic” way 
Jhat Americans can express how they feel toward issues and 
candidates. 

Z But, the effort by those working for passage of all five separate 
millage proposals smacks of a deliberate ploy - publicize the 
millage election to those residents known to be for it, but leave 
those believed against it in the dark. 

This course of action would seem the antithesis of democracy, 
►amounting to a direct stifling of the public’s right to know. 

~ Possibly, those residents of the Van Buren school district who 
profess to want the best education for their children would do well 
;tD “educate” all members of the general public when election

Editor's Log 

Nuclear reactions: 


'Supercritical'

The alarm pierced the silent room and 
instantly, the scramble to exit the building 
beean. 

At the same moment, sophisticated electronic 
equipment located in the Nuclear Reactor’s 
control room began its automatic search for the 
problem which had signaled the reactor shut- 
down 

Within seconds, operating personnel were 
provided with a computer print-out of the 
problem and a detailed description of the 
remedy 

Within minutes, and before personnel could 
evacuate the building, the alarm was silenced 
and the reactor rested safely at the bottom of its 
27 foot pool of water. 

There would be no re-enactment of the Phoenix 
consuming itself by fire, today. In fact, at the 
University of Michigan’s Phoenix Memorial 
Laboratory which houses the Ford Nuclear 
Reactor, such an event would be impossible. But 
even that knowledge, could not still the in- 
stinctive reaction to flee which captured the 
mind of the young engineer, and forced his legs 
into action. 

So powerful is man’s fear df the unknown! 

That date, almost exactly 18-years-ago, wit- 
nessed my first encounter with the dreaded 
unknown — nuclear radiation. 

I was employed with the Bendix Corporation 
and they held a contract which required the 
irradiation of electronic components. 

Several times each day, I would drive to the 
Phoenix lab and monitor the progress of ex- 
periments located in ports around the base of the 
reactor pool. 

Each visit to the lab required subjecting one’s 


self to the probing of electronic equipment that 
would signal the presence of. unusual levels of 
radiation on shoes, hands, or clothing, prior to 
entering the reactor building. 

Once inside, except for piles of lead bricks, and 
assorted electronic equipment, you would not 
have realized you were in an area designed to 
wrest from nature, the secrets of nuclear energy. 

I still recall the quiet foreboding my first visit 
to the reactor induced. 

The building was spotlessly clean and ap- 
peared deserted Roped off areas with ‘Danger’ 
signs indicating unusual radiation levels, rattled 
the nerves. 

In the back wall of the room were shielded 
ports for long-term storage of irradiated 
materials. The silence, thesterility, the warning 
signs, and fear of the unknown all contributed to 
an overpowering awareness of potential peril. 

The months I was to work within the walls of 
the reactor building, gradually brought a 
growing confidence in both the men charged with 
operating the facility, and their machines. 

But the people living in the shadow of Three 
Island Nuclear Power station in Middletown, 
have neither the time or inclination, now, to wait. 

And who is to blame? 

Unfortunately, most probably, the news 
media. 

In the natural rush to file a story on the events 
at Middletown, it seems that many of the 
reporters on the scene were over their heads. 

Lacking the necessary background to com- 
prehend exactly what had happened, reporters 
proceeded to file stories which, even today, do 
not accurately present the situation at the 
crippled power plant. 


First operator error was reported, then 
denied. Now operator error is blamed in at least 
six separate incidents. What is the real story? 

Based on my admittedly limited experience, I 
have concluded that I can not know the answer. 
But I do know, that a reactor, much like a 747 
aircraft, is not operated by the seat-of-your- 
pants. 

It is operated by the book. Underline book. 

Like the pilot of the 747, a detailed check-list \s 
necessary to operate a reactor. When an 
emergency develops, operators look in the book. 
They donotsimplystarttothrow switches on tlie 
basis of a hunch. 

And because it is in the book, an explanation of 
exactly what occurred at Middletown is 
available to anyone who cares to listen. 

Opponents of nuclear energy have now seized 
on the incident to attract new support. 
Politicians are using the accident to play to the 
crowds, and now, even Ralph Nadar hopes to use 
Three Island to rejuvenate his ailing career. 

Perhaps, the ‘doomsdayers’ and ‘hucksters’ 
could better serve the country by listening now. 
instead of talking. 

It would be foolish to scrap nuclear power as a 
potential solution for our nation’s energy 
shortage, if Three Island is an isolated correc- 
table incident. On the other hand, it would be 
equally foolish to continue creating these power 
plants, if indeed, nuclear energy cannot be safely 
handled with current technology.

But it would be even more foolish to attempt a 
decision on this important question while we are 
not yet in possession of all the information.

The state's educational contribution

The higher education appropriations for fiscal 
1978-79 is $748.6 million. This includes $575.5 
million for the state’s 15 public, four-year 
colleges and universities, $122 million for the 29 
community and junior colleges, and $37 million 
for financial aid for stiidents. 

The appropriations for the colleges and 
universities are figured on the basis of a funding 
formula. This formula approach gives a certain 
number of dollars to cover the cost per student 
credit hour plus money for specific costs such as 
energy conservation programs, administrative 
costs or building maintenance. The formulas 
have been developed over a period of several 
years and are gradially being put fully into 
place. 

The state's colleges and universities also 
receive varying proportions of their budgets 
from federal funds. These vary from year to 
year depending on the type of funds, such as 
those for research or building projects. The 
community colleges receive a sizable proportion 
of their budgets from local tax dollars raised 
through millages. TUition from students pays 
about 30 to 35 percent of the cost for each credit 
hour. 

In addition to grants for public colleges and 
universities, approximately one and one-half 


percent of the total higher education budget goes 
to help Michigan students attend private colleges 
and universities in Michigan. This money helps 
fund 1,811 associate degrees, more than 5,000 
baccalaureate and masters degrees, 82 dental 
degrees, 571 law degrees and 297 allied health 
degrees. 

Stateappropriations for K-12 education totaled 
an estimated $1,897.6 million for 1978-79. Of this 
amount, about $19.9 million came from federal 
funding included in the State School Aid Act, 
about $963.7 million came from the con- 
stitutionally earmarked State School Aid Fund, 
and the remaining $914 million came from the 
state’s general fund. 

The largest portion of the appropriation, fully 
$1,069.7 million, was paid out to local and in- 
termediate districts in basic membership or 
“formula” aid. $426.9 million went for 
retirement and social security funding for school 
employees. The $401 million balance was 
allocated for a variety of special or 
“categorical" aids, such as funding of added- 
costs for special education for the handicapped, 
similar funding for vocational education, 
reimbursement of transportation costs, added 
funding for compensatory education for un- 
derachievers, etc. 


The 1978-79 membership aid formula 
guaranteed every school district a combined 
state-local amount per pupil equal to $274, plus 
$40 for each mill of operating tax levied in the 
district up to 30 mills. This meant that every 
district levying 30 mills was guaranteed $1 ,474 in 
basic per-pupil revenue. If such a district 
received $900 locally from its levy , state formula 
aid was $574. If such a district received only $450 
locally, formula aid was $1,024. In this manner, 
residents of different school districts, when 
paying the same school taxes on homes of 
comparable value, were guaranteed that the 
same amount of basic revenue would be 
available for the education of their children. 

Local and intermediate school district 
property taxes brought about $2,283.5 million for 
K-12 education, but the state rebated about $202 
million of this amount to individual taxpayers 
under its “Circuit-breaker" program for 
relieving excess property taxes. 

When all of the factors are considered, it can 
be estimated in summary that the public schools 
received about 5 percent of their support from 
federal funds, about 47.5 percent from property 
taxes and a similar 47.5 percent from all forms of 
state funding.

Modeled after Canada’s controversial 
annual harp seal kill, BBD would be 
celebrated each April 16 — the day after 
our income taxes are due. For one day, 
open season would be declared on 
Washington’s army of grey bureaucrats, 
and the folks from places like Durham 
(NC), Clovis (NM), Ardmore (OK), 
Wheeling (WV), Cape Girardeau (MO), 
Eureka (CA), and the thousands of other 
cities and towns around the country would 
be free to descend on Washington, baseball 
bats in hand, and send the bureaucrats a 
message. 

For obvious humanitarian reasons, we’ll 
have to be content with the fact that the 
BBD idea makes us feel good inside, since 
the watchdogs of public health of OSHA 
would probably outlaw such a day on 
grounds that it would be injurious to 
someone’s health. 

A more practical approach to “sending 
the government a message” probably 
comes out of Ada, Michigan, where a 
group of citizens, supported by local 
businessmen, have started publishing a 
sprightly new newsletter, The Ada 
Report.

Ada Report editors say, “Reports 
written in Washington, by Washington and 
for Washington are coming out of our ears. 
We think it’s time for the pendulum to 
swing the other way. 

Our logo’s the pretzel— a long straight 
piece of dough that’s all bent out of shape, 
twisted and contorted into a circular maze. 
We chose this symbol because it’s what too 
much government, maybe originally for 
the best of reasons, is doing to us today...” 

Each month the editors intend to present 
a government agency or public figure with 
a “Baked Pretzel Award” — the (edible) 
baked pretzel symbolizing the 
bureaucracy’s usually twisted logic.

t The Urban Mass Transportation 
Administration. 

This is for UMTA’s $4.6 billion program

The only 
trouble is that a UMTA survey has shown 
that of the 13,000,000 handicapped or 
elderly people in the country which the 
program is intended to assist, only 3,9Q0 of 
those who live close enough to subways say 
they would like to use them.

Six high school swimming teams, 
two of which had undefeated 
records, made up the core for the 
1979 Associated Newspapers’ All- 
Area team 

Included in this year’s lineup is 
also the first area prep swimmer - 
Paul Petersen - to win a Class A 
state title. In fact, Petersen claimed 
two golds at thestate finals recently 
staged at Michigan State University. 

A 17-year-old junior from 
Plymouth Canton, Petersen is one of 
26 swimmers whose outstanding 
performances this season have 
earned for them a niche on the elite 
All-Area squad. 

Petersen commanded state-wide 
attention for his sterling efforts at 
MSU in the 100-yard butterfly, an 
event he won thestate title in for his 
52.39 finish, and he became one of 
only two double winners when he 
streaked to a 59.40 fi nish f or the 100- 
yard freestyle. 

Paul became the first swimmer in 
Canton’s short history to win state 
swimming titles and he also was the 
impetus behind the Chiefs’ un- 
tarnished 12-0 record, the first un- 
defeated season in any sport at that 
high school.

The leading scorer on this year’s 
Spartan squad, Tracy has become 
the No.l point -getter for the six-time 
conference champs 

Coach Beerbower singled out 
Hissong for MVP honors. His 
credentials include winning the 
conference championship in the 
100 yard breaststroke and finishing 
second in the 100 yard freestyle. 
Tracy was a state qualifier in the 100 
freestyle and was the lone member 
of the tea m to score a ny points at the 
state championships where he 
finished ninth in the 100 yard 
breaststroke.

A: All your front money is 
refunded. 

Q: How do 1 join the MFoFC? 

A: Write to Paul Brown, Sec., 731 
Genesee, Lansing, Ml 48915. He will 
send you a packet of instructions and 
an application. 

Q: What does it cost to join? Are 
there any fees? 

A : There are no dues or fees Only 
the front money mentioned above. 

Q: What kind of food can I get 
from MFoFC? 

A: They have sixteen catagories 
such as: cheese, 20 kinds; beans, 16 
kinds; butters. 4 kinds; seeds, 
snacks, granolas, 14 kinds, and so 
on. They do not carry meat or fresh 
fruit or vegetables. They do have 11 
kinds of dried fruits, 5 kinds of 
sweetners (honey, etc.), and 10 
kinds of oil 

Q: Do they furnish a list? 

A: Yes with the prices each 
month. 

Q: How do I order? 

A: When you are a member of 
MFoFC you can telephone your 
order to the warehouse. They will 
give you a date < usually a day or two 
later) to pick it up. A small order 
might be picked up on the spot. 

Q: Does my co-op need a Michigan 
tax license? 

A: No, but if you intend to buy any 
of the non-food items the w arehouse 
carries such^as detergents, spigots, 
or handbooks you will need a license 

Q: Shoud my co-op incorporate? 
A: If your co-op grows there are 
some tax advantages to in- 
corporation. Your packet of in- 
formation from MFoFC has in- 
corporation papers and model by- 
laws. Incorporation is simple 

Q: Are there any other 

obligations? 

A: Yes, one. A member of your co- 
op must meet with all the other co-op 
representatives once each month in 
Ann Arbor, and attend the general 
membership meeting held once each 
year. 

Q: Why does someone have to 
attend these meetings? 

A: The MFoFC is a not-for-profit 
corporation which is run entirely by 
the member co-ops Therefore you 
attend to determine the policies and 
operation of the MFoFC. 

Q: Sounds ok. but is this some fly- 
by night operation? 

A: MfoFC has been in operation 
for years, covers Michigan, north- 
ern Ohio, and northern Indiana 
with a total of about 150 co-ops. They 
havea big modern warehouse in Ann 


Arbor with trucks that deliver large 
orders 

Q: What about produce and meat? 

A: Once your co-op is going other 
co-ops will advise you how to get 
produce and meat.

Ants are pests! 
Get rid of them 


New edible podded pea on market 


It’s time to start thinking about 
gardening again. This year there 
many pleasant surprises, one of 
which is the new edible podded or 
snap pea. It was awarded the all- 
American gold medal award for 1979 
and is being hailed by some as the 
most promising vegetable variety to 
be developed within the last one 


hundred years. 

It offers some advantages over 
ordinary shell peas: it provides 
about twice as much edible matter 
per foot of row. They can be 
steamed, stir-fried or snapped, and 
eaten raw in salads. Although it 
freezes quite well it is not recom- 
mended for canning because the 


pods fall apart. 

They are listed in seed catalogues 
under various names such as sugar 
snap or sugar pod and mature in 55 

to 70 days if planted in the spring, 100 

to 150 days if planted as a fall crop. 
There are no special cultural 
requirements but thev must be 
staked. 


Each year around this time ants 
may make their presence known in 
your home by crawling across 
kitchen counter tops or along 
floorboards. An occasional ant may 
come from a flower pot that contains 
unsterilized soil but, if you see them 
quite frequently chances are the 
ants may be established in a warm 
area such as a wall. 

For the most part the majority of 
common ants found in Michigan are 
harmless but, they can be a great 
inconvenience in that they will get 
into various foodstuffs in the house. 
Carpenter ants are a different story. 
These are fairly large black ants, 
ussually around 10mm in length. 
They tunnel into wood and are easily 
identified by the fine wood frass left 
behind as they tunnel through the 
wood. These insects should be of 
concern. Over a period of time their 
tunneling will weaken wood support 
structures. If the problem goes 
unchecked, it can be costly. 

The key to successfully treating 


this problem is through tracing the 
ants back to their origin. If an oc- 
casional ant is the problem ant traps 
will probably do the job. If the ants 
seem to be more prevalent try 
sprinkling a bait of bacon or bread 
crumbs in the area where the ants 
have been sited. They will generally 
pick up the food and take it back to 
their hideout. This may take a while 
but it will be worth the effort 

Once their hideout is located they 
can be controlled by using a 
pyrethrum spray, baygon or 
malathion. Spray into the area 
where you believe the ants to be and 
along the areas where they have 
been spotted Before spraying 
remove all food, dishes and pets 
from the area. Allow the spray to 
dry and the room to air out before 
returning.

Order of Dervishes performs dhikr of Remembrance 


Mystics, lovers of oriental music 
and dance, and the curious can 
experience a rare ritual April 11. 
when for the first time in Michigan, 
the Halveti-Jerrahi Order of Der- 
vishes from Istanbul, Turkey, will 
perform at the True Blood Theatre 
on the University of Michigan 
campus. Freeze Building, 105. S. 
State Street, in Ann Arbor at 8 p.m. 

It is a free event and will be 
followed by a social hour when 
guests will be served Turkish 
dessert and coffee. 

Carrying on the tradition of 
Islamic mystics, Sheikh Muzaffer el 
Jerrahi, leader of the Halveti- 
Jerrahi Order of Dervishes, and his 
30 performers will present to the 
American public the ceremony of 
dhikr of Remembrance — 
Remembrance of God — designed to 
attain spiritual unity with the Truth 
of all Creation. The performance is 
one of music, chanting (from the 
Koran) and sacred movements. 


In addition to two Hafizes — 
cantors — the group features three 
musicians, superb artists of the ney 
(reed flute), the kemenche (oriental 
stringed instrument) and the kudum 
(kettledrum). 

This is only the second time the 
Helvati-Jerrahi are appearing 
outside of Turkey. Last year they 
were invited to the International 
Arts Festival of Rennes, France, 
w here their performance of the Sufi 
ceremony of dhikr was acclaimed. 
They went on to Paris and Berlin 
where their reception stirred much 
interest. 

A subsequent brief visit to New 
York City last year at the invitation 
of New York and Columbia 
universities and the Cathedral of 
Saint John the Divine was the 
group’s first visit to the United 
States. This spring, in addition to the 
April 11 performance in Ann Arbor, 
a three-week tour will take them to 
New York City, Philadelphia, 


Washington, D C., and Rochester, 
N Y Their final appearance in 
North America will be in Ontario, 
Canada. 

The Helvati-Jerrahi sect of the 
Sufis were called the “Howling 
Dervishes” by 18th century English 
tourists. The Sufi orders of the Ot- 
toman Empire from the 13th cen- 
tury to the present were responsible 
for the finest examples of Turkish 
poetry, music and art. 

Unlike the better known “Whirling 
Dervishes” who move in gentle 
turns, the Jerrahi’s dhikr moves in a 
powerful way. It unfolds into a 
breathtaking and mysterious ritual 
of swaying and bowing movements 
of chanting in unison the names of 
God to the accented beat of drums 
and the wailing sound of the reed 
flute. 

The voices intone the tawhid, la 
ilaha ilia llah — “There is not god 
but God.” 

The ancient ceremony is based on 


secret formulas cherished through 
the centuries culminating in 
collective ecstacy. The halga — 
circle of dervishes — snin in an ever- 


tightening knot around the Sheikh 
Drawn by mysterious energies, as 
planets around the sun. uttering 
evergrowing cries, the circle of 



dervishes move as one body unified 
in breath and heartbeat. The dif- 
fused forces gather into a single 
energy of yearning, becoming an 
explosion of voices, reaching a 
cosmic exclamation of freedom, 
interlaced by choruses of hymns, 
until the dervishes reach the state of 
fana, losing themselves in a 
mystical ecstacy with all creation.

Preventive maintenance, 
in the form of a grease job and 
an oil-and-oil-filter change, is 
probably the best way to pro- 
long the life of your vehicle s 
power plant and help insure 
that the engine won't go out 
to lunch when you need it 
most. 


Americans consume about a quarter of their gasoline for recre- 
ational pursuits, and condition of vehicles used for camping is a 
significant factor. Champion Spark Plug ( ompany engineers 


who inspected tow vehicles in Mansfield. Ohio, and motor 
homes in Sioux Falls. S.I).. found nearly 80 percent needed 
maintenance («> achieve maximum fuel efficiency and reliable 
performance. 


Why Change? Oil. like 
most other things, eventually 
wears out. The addition of af- 
termarket oil supplements 
may replenish some of the 
original chemical compo- 
nents. but they won t remove 
the accumulated acid. ash. 
moisture, or other contamin- 
ants that build up in motor oil 
over a period of time. 


by contaminants in the lubri- 
cation. 

Abrasion, or the wearing 
away of the metal itself, is 
one problem. 

Another is the formation of 
deposits of foreign matter 
caused by the inability of 
dirty lubricant to keep sur- 
faces clean. 


And while you re at it. 
don't forget to check and 
change, if necessary, the fuel 
and air filters, too. 


The oil filter can remove 
only so much of the accumu- 
lated junk before it. loo, fails 
to function properly . 


A third problem is the fail- 
ure of metal caused by the 
attack of acids formed by 
combustion or chemical 
reaction. . .acids that can be 
defeated only by removing 
the contaminated lubricant 


Why "change chassis lu- 
bricants like you do oil? For 
the same reasons. . grease 
"wears out” eventually and 
becomes contaminated with 
foreign matter, just the same 
as oil. 


How often? One thing is 
certain — you won't hurt 
your engine by changing the 
oil loo often. We at Driver 
feel that frequent changes of 
oil and filler are the keys to 
long engine life. 


Power brake systems often 
have an air filler, and au- 
tomatic transmissions have a 
fluid filter . . . check cm 
when you do your PM. 
change 'em as needed, and 
we think you'll find that the 
cars of today will go an aw- 
fully long time before major 
maintenance is needed. 

Quality: All oil cans are 
supposed to be labeled with a 
code w hich indicates the oil's 
service limitations.

Newer cars require 
SE (Service Extreme) qual- 
ity. Most premium-quality oil 
will provide adequate engine 
protection, so the choice of 
brands is personal prefer- 
ence.

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Fixing nicks, scratches is easy for most 


Repairing and re finishing the body of 
your car can be worthwhile and done in the 
confines of vour own garage 

Repairs of nicks and scratches, dents, 
small rust outs and a res of surface rust are 
not difficult for the do-it-yourselfer, ac- 
cording to experts of the DeVilbiss 
Cornpany.manufacturers of paint spray 
guns. 

To repair minor nicks and scratches, 
you'll need sheet sandpaper grades 240, 
320, 400. 600, sanding block, spot putty, 
masking tape, tack cloth, pre-cleaner 
solvent, newspaper, pail, water and 
sponge 

Use automotive duplicate color, touch 
up paint found in small bottle or aerosol 
cans. 

Normally, these paints are available for 
cars up to three years old (Even when 
your car is new, it *s wise to buy color 
matching touch-up paint, anticipating 
future needs. > 

If you cannot find the paint in bottles or 
aerosol cans, then an automotive paint 
store usually can custom mix the paint 

The most common types of automotive 
paints are lacquers, enamels, and acrylic 
lacquers and enamels Touch up your car 
with the same type paint originally used 

If the scratch is not too deep and rust 


does not appear, then repairing the sur- 
face won't be necessary. 

To touch up nicks and scratches, first 
clean the surface with soap and water and 
let it dry Then use a precleaning solvent to 
remove thoroughly any wax and grease. 

Sanding isn't necessary if the area is 
small and t he primer has not been chipped 
off A temporary touch-up for protection 
and improved appearance is all that's 
necessary 

To touch up a scratch, use a bottle of 
paint and a small soft brush and let the 
paint flow f into the scratched area 

If you’re painting a small chip, just 
touch the area with a brush: don t bruch 
back and forth 

In either case, let the paint dry and 
apply several coats 

If the nick or scratch is deeper than the 
primer, sand and prime befere painting 
Wet -sand tiie area lightly using a 3 Off range 
sandpaper and taper the edge of the 
painted surface adjacent to the scratch 

Place a wet spmge above t fie sanding 
surface and allow w ater to flow dow n while 
sanding 

Determine whether the sanding is 
satisfactory by running your fingers over 
the area without feeling an edge between 
the bare metal and finished surface 


Certified mechanics abound

Excellence in your neighborhood becomes 
less difficult all the time Some 140,000 
mechanics have won N1ASE credentials 
Ask the repair shop if it employs NIASE 
certified mechanics Look for the orange 
and blue gear shoulder patches and the 
outdoor sign that reads: “We employ 
mechanics certified by NIASE let us 


show you their credentials “

ploying certified mechanics in your state, 
send a stamped, self-addressed envelope 
to NIASE State Listing, Suite 515. 1825 K 
Street NW, Washington, D C 20006 
For a national roster of shops called 
Where to Find Certified Mechanics for 
Your Car.*’ send a check or money order 
for $1 95 to the same address 


You're now ready to mask, clean, apply 
primer, spot putty insmall pinholes, finish 
sand with 600 paper and apply the finish 
coat. 

When surface has been prepared for 
painting, remove all traces of dust by 


using a tack rag. 

Practice spray ing on a piece of card- 
board To iKean aerosol can or spray gun, 
hold the sprayer 6-10 inches from the 
surface and move it in a back and forth 
motion, overlapping each stroke just 
enough to ensure an even coat.

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Mechanic's advice 

Describe symptoms 


ByMIKEKURTA 

there is a lot of talk these 
days about the quality of 
automotive service, and 
the number of complaints 
brought forth by the 
motoring public. One of the 
reasons could be a gap in 
communication between 
the car owner and his or 
her mechanic. 

Often there is a lack of 
understanding as to the 
basic problem with the car 
and the reason for asking 
for certain service 
operations. TTiis may be a 
result of a sketchy or un- 
clear description of the 
trouble, laced with opinions 
volunteered by friends and 
neighbors, and handed 
over from owner to service 
writer, to foreman to 
mechanic. 

Here are some tips on 
how to talk to your 
mechanic : 

First of all, if you try to 
imagine a patient taking 
his ills to a medical doctor, 
you will understand more 
clearly what your 
mechanic faces when he 
looks under the hood of 
your car. The difference is, 
your car can’t tell him 
where it hurts, so you must 
be your car’s voice. 

Keep records. That 
means any and all previous 


service receipts should be 
kept in a folder in your 
glove compartment They 
should be ready for instant 
inspection in the event of a 
warranty question on tires, 
batteries, mufflers, etc., 
and It will give your 
mechanic a running history 
of your car’s maintenance 
routine. 

Have these available 
when you arrive at the 
garage and offer to 
produce them if needed. 
Unnecessary work can 
often be avoided by 
checking back to see when 
the last job was done. 

Write things down. Many 
shops like a grocery list of 
items you want done, and it 
also helps you to remember 
things you might forget 
w hen you bring your car in. 

If you have a particular 
problem, take time to write 
down the symptoms you 
have noticed. When did the 
problem begin? Have you 
had it before 9 Does it make 
noise? Does it happen when 
the engine is cold in the 
morning? Is there an odor? 

All descriptions are 
welcome and any clue you 
can provide your mechanic 
may be the one he needs to 
arrive at an accurate 
diagnosis of your car’s 
problem. 

It has often happened 


that just one point of in- 
formation by the owner 
steers the mechanic down 
the right road to locate the 
trouble. 

Stick to the facts. Try to 
refrain from too much 
hearsay and opinion which 
tends to be misleading and 
might result in the wrong 
thing being fixed. 

Don't be afraid to take 
time and explain in careful, 
thorough detail what you 
want. You don’t have to be 
a mechanic to describe that 
cough, squeak, or oil drip 

Plain language will do. 
After all, w r ho knows your 
car better than you? 

If you have an in- 
termit tant problem, one 
that is not present all the 
time, such as a rough 
running engine or a balky 
transmission, try to arrive 
when the trouble is there, 
so you can demonstrate it 

There’s nothing more 
frustrating to a mechanic 
than to try to locate a 
toothache that has 
disappeared If necessary, 
offer to take him on a road 
test so he can see first hand 
what the problem is. And 
be sure to leave your 
telephone number in case 
he needs to call and consult 
you further about the 
symptoms.

Emmission checks saves 


Maintaining a car for clean air is as good 
for the pocketbook as it is for the lungs, 
according to a study by the National High- 
way Traffic Safety Administration 
(NHTSA). 

In a report submitted to the Society of 
Automotive Engineers, Ted Bayler and 
Leslie Eder of NHTSA tell of an average 
4.7 percent improvement in fud economy 
after repairs to correct high emissions. 

Bayler and Eder claimed, “if this could 
be projected nationwide, it would mean 
saving about 1.8 billion gallons of gasoline 
per year and a subsequent savings of $1.1 
billion per year for the consumer.” 

Data for the tests were collected in 
Alabama, Arizona, Tennessee, 
Washington, D.C., and Puerto Rico. As 


part of the test procedure, ownersof cars 
emitting excessively were asked to correct 
the problem and report the cost. 

Average repair cost tobring cars within 
acceptable emission limits was $16, 
NHTSA reports. 

According to the authors, “MPG is often 
sensitive to relatively minor problems 
such as carburetor adjustments, timing, 
point adjiEtment or bad spark plugs, and 
these are relatively inexpensive to 
repair.” 

An over-all average reduction of 22 
percent for hydrocarbons and 12 percent 
for carbon monoxide was realized after 
repairs were made. In addition, the

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Before repairs is the time to talk 


Talk is cheap, goes the old cliche. But 
when it comes to caring for your car, 
failure to talk can prove expensive indeed 

The nation is paying needlessly an 
exorbitant price in wasted fuel, 
deteriorated air quality and avoidable 
accidents One reason for this stems from 
a breakdown in customer-mechanic 
dialog 

As a case i n point, the average car owner 
tends to neglect proper maintenance of his 
or her car. We know that nearly 80 percent 
of all cars on the road today are un- 
dermaintained in areas affecting efficient 
use of fuel, emission control and optimum 
performance 

Basic service lacking 

In addition, an unhealthy percentage of 
automobiles lacks basic service to assure 
maximum safety of opa-ation. 

A major root cause of the situation can 
be rectified by get ting the motorist and the 
mechanic on the same wave length 

According to a U S. government- 
financed study, the key to service 
satisfaction is effective communication. It 
depends on an accurate as possible 
description by the motorist of what the 
problem is. 


When the motorist and the mechanic 
understand one another, there is a high 
rate of customer satisfaction with the job 
done, the survey states 

After all, an automobile can t talk. It 
lacks the ability to tell a mechanic what 
ails it. The person who drives that 
automobile has the responsibility to 
describe what the problem is. how long it 
has been occurring and when it occurs. 
The service mechanic must understand 
this description and provide competent 
maintenance guidance in return 

Unreasonable expec tations 

It is unreasonable to expect a mechanic 
to identify and correct a cooling system 
problem when you drove in complaining 
about the brakes. It is equally 
unreasonable of the mechanic to expect an 
engineer s explanation of a problem from 
average customers 

To establish such communication, it is 
most important that the motorist keep a 
record of all services performed on the 
car. By doing so, the motorist can avoid 
duplication of services such as a mechanic 
installing a new set of spark plugs when 
plugs were installed only a few weeks 
previously

You may 
not want to keep a grease-coated set of old 
shocks, but you should at least be allowed 
to examine them 

Respect from the mechanic who should 
never overestimate your knowledge or 
underestimate your intelligence.

Don't forget wipers 


Fog is a driving hazard — especially 
when a dense fog sweeps in while you are 
driving at expressway speeds. 

When this happens, get off the ex- 
pressway as quickly as possibly. You’ll be 
safer from rear-end collisions on lesser 
roads. 

Better yet, don’t drive. 

As soon as fog creeps over the road, turn 
on your windshield wipers. "Dense’’ fog is 
merely a fine accumulation of mist. 

Once the wipers are operating, you’ll 
probably find the fog not as dense as you 
first thought 

If your wipers streak, squirt washer 
fluid on the windshield. This should wash 
away any oily accumulation. 

If streaking continues, replace wiper 
rubber refills at the nearest service 
station. 

Whenever fog rolls in, even in daytime, 
tumyour headlights on low-beam. Without 


lights, you^are invisible to anyone coming 
from behind at high speeds. 

Headlights also let drivers approaching 
from the opposite direction see you.

or more. Cost-conscious motorists, the 
Council suggests, will check tire inflation 
frequently with their own gauges, 
available in most automotive stores for 
less than two dollars 

Owners also should check tires for ab- 
normal wear when vehicles are on lifts for 
lubrication or underframe service. 

Further reduction of fuel consumption 
would be the result of incorrect alignment, 
which can result in at least tw'o percent 
per-tankful energy loss — as well as 
reducing tire life. 

Incorrect alignment accelerates tire 
wear to an even greater degree 

The Council points out there are two 
easy ways to detect incorrect alignment of 
tire balance, indicating the need for cost- 
saving wheel or front end service: 

1. Looseness or excessive play in 
steering, or difficulty in controlling the 
vehicle over bumps and around curves are 
indications of problems which need 
correcting 


2. Another is vibration or the slightest 
shimmy 

When vehicles are on lubrication lifts, 
another preventive maintenance check 
would be asking a qualified mechanic to 
check the front end and steering for^ j; 
looseness, and shock absorbers for leaks. 

A good mechanic can determine the 
corrective measures needed for steering 
and suspension systems . . . or advise that 
ball joints, steering linkage and shock 
absorbers still are dependable but wearing 
to the point where replacement would be 
advisable in the near future 

If parts replacement is recommended, 
the Council advises against economic 
short cuts in quality of parts, extent of 
service and cut-rate estimates. In- 
sufficient service to save a few dollars can 
mean much higher future repair bills as a 
result of the penny-w ise philosophy'. 

Careful attention to steering, suspension 
and tires are among the major con- 
siderations to keep vehicle maintenance 
costs low.
